February  I5,  I92U. 

The  hest  Haitian  honey  is  made  from  the  Dlossoms  of  loguood  or  Camp^che  rrood, 
T/hich  r/as  introduced  into  Haiti  from  the  island  of  Campeche  in  1730  and  :-hich  ncv; 
grows  in  great  abrndance  throughout  the  Republic , 

The  honey  industry,  on  a  scientific  scale,  v^as  started  about  20  years  ago 
v/ith  imported  Italian  bees  from  the  United  States. 

The  larger  bee  keepers  have  renewed  their  strain  -dth  the  same  variety  of 
queens  in  each  instance  but  the  small  producers  have  u.sed  queens  obtained  oy  cross- 
ing native  bees . 

Campeche  honey  is  nearly  v.hite  in  color  and  possesses  a  delicate  quality. 
Unless  irathered  very  ripe  this  logv/ood  honey  may  become  cloudy  in  two  or  three 
m-onths  and  crystallize  soon  thereafter.    This  oroduct  is  closely  akin  to  honey  made 
from  the  nectar  of  royal  palm.s,  which  grov;  in  "orofusion  throughout  the  island.  In 
many  instances  the  bees  feed  upon  both  royal  palm.s  and  logv/ood  trees,   thus  r^roducing 
a  blended  and  much  desired  yield.     Honey  secured  from  indiscriminate  tronical  flower 
is  of  a  red  or  yellow  shade  and  if  gathered  when  fully  matured  lasts  indefinitely. 

The  superior  flavor  of  Haitian  honey  is  much  auprsciated  in  France,  vmere  it 
has  always  brought  a  higher  -ovice  than  that  obtained  in  the  United  States.  During 
1923  practically  all  the  Haitian  honey  was  shipped  to  France. 

Objections  of  American  wholesalers  to  honey  from  Haiti  are  due  to  the  faults 
of  producers  in  gathering  it  before  it  is  ripe,  packing  it  badly  and  3om.etir.es  per- 
m.itting  it  to  be  mixed  with  bees  and  beeswax.'.-    Vfith  m.ore  care  these  criticisms 
could  be  eliminated, 

Exportations  to  Europe  are  also  facilitated  by  the  absence  of  anpreciable 
import  duties  in  contrast  to  the  duty  of  3  cents  per  pound  levied  by  the  American 
government.     There  is  3  sm.all  Haitian  exoort  tax  of  I3  cents  per  h-andred  pounds  or 
0.015  VQT  gallon,  which  does  not  hinder  the  export  trade. 

In  northern  Haiti  flowers  appear  in  t'le  greatest  abrndance  during  the  rainy 
season,  which  extends  from  October  to  Liay,  with  the  natural  consequence  that  the 
production  of  honey  occurs  during  the  '/.'inter  months.    Very  litt-1-  is  harvested 
during  the  dry  simim.er  .    Horm.ally  a  32  gallon  barrel  of  honey  is  obtained  from  each 
ten  colonies  of  bees.    Records  of  an  exceptionally  high  yield  showed  20  barrels  fror 
one.  hundred  colonies  during  a  very  favorable  year.  ^ 

Recent  prices  in  New  York  for. Haitian  honey  are  qiioted  at  about  ^.cC  per 
gallon  delivered  »    Producers  here  are  able  to  sell  to  French  -ourchasers  at  a  price 
v/hich  will  net  them  0-6o  a  gallon  f  .o/o,  steamer  Cape  Haitie-.n.    Prices  a  year  ago 
in  New  York  averaged  from  0^70  to  $.50  but,  for  the  reasons  explained  previously, 
Haiti 3 n  honey  vras  not  in  great  dem.and  in  America.

•/hich  nust  he  supplied  by  inported  honey.    Q.ring  to  cli'vatic  conditions,  beekeeping 
on  a  large  scrle  has  been  successful  rxcomparativrly  fc-'  instances.    On  a  srriall 
scale,  hov^ever,  it  is  being  practised  increasingly  by  the  cottager  and  the  sivis.ll- 
holder,  and  by  city  v/orkcrs  livinr^  in  the  country. 

Lome  Stic  Production  of  Hone;^/ .      No  statistics  are  availcblc  regarding  the 
amoijoat  of  honey  produced  in  Or  .-it  Britain,  but  the  quantity  is  entirely  insufficient 
to  rnejt  the  co-untry's  dcnands,  -,hich  is  sho-n  by  a  cori.parison  of  the  iraports  and 
exports  of  honey.     Practically  all  of  the  honey  produced  in  Gre?t  Britain  is  con- 
suraed  in  the  locality  of  production.    The  eastern  counties  of  England  are  the  largest 
producers  of  honey,  nhil^  small  qurntiti.s  of  the  high  grexlc  heather  honey  come  from 
Scotland,  the  supply  being  limited  by  the  climatic  conditions.     So.-'ie  clover  honey  is_ 
also  produ.ced  in  Scotland. 

L-a-.-)orts  and  B:---jorts  of  Honev.     The  British  Custoras  Ptcturns  shovang  the  raport' 
and  exports  ol  ..oney  are  available  only  up  to  arid  including  1922,  no  figures  u^-atever 
being  available  for  1323.     In  1320  and  I921  the  United  States  had  only  approximately 
lUfo  of  the  total  iraports  of  honey  into  the  British  Isles,  in  1922  approxims.tely  S^fo 
of  all  the  honey  imported  into  Gre-.t  Britain  caivie  fron  the  United  States.

Varieties  of  Hone"  Preferrod  in  Gre  j-t  I3rita.in.  The  kinds  of  honey  uhich  com- 
mands the  "best  prices  on  the  British  rrarlTet  hcve  teen  ox\tlined  hy  the  British  Minis- 
try of  Agricult-are  as  follov/s: 

"Conib  honey  shorJa  he  trenslu.cent ,  sho'^in^  the  clear  "bright  color  of  the  con- 
tained honey.     The  comhs  should    he  fully  vrorl-ied  out  to  the  sides  and  oottom  of  the 
section,   and  scrupulori.sl;^  clean.     The  cappings  should  he  thin  and  of  even  s-uTface. 
The  finest  liquid  extracted  honey  is  bright  and  clear,  of  a.  light  amher  color,  and 
delic3,te  in  flavor  and  aroma.     Extracted  honey  when  granulated  should  he  of  fine, 
even  grain,  crear-iy  white  in  color,  and  of  good  flE„vor.     There  are  many  grad.es  of 
medium  and  dark-colored  honeys  which  fail  to  reach  this  standard  hut  which  are  of  ex- 
cellent quality  in  flavor  and  aroma,  and  in  some  localities  these  honeys  will  sell 
more  readily  than  the  lighter  sajnples.     Color  is  only  a  matter  of  fancy  and  does  not 
affect  the  eating  qnalities.     For  instance,  heather  honey  coromands  the  highest  price 
of  all.     It  is  in  a  class  hy  itself,  dark  arher  in  color,  gelatinous  in  consistency, 
redolent  of  the  moors  in  hoth  stroma  and  flavor." 

Price  and  OuaJity  of  Honeys  in  the  British  Larket.     Generally  speaking,  the 
price  is  regulated  according  to  the  color  of  the  honey,  providing  the  taste  is  satis- 
factory, the  preferred  colors  heing,  in  the  ascending  order  of  their  prexprment,  dark, 
amher,  light  or  pale  amher,  and  white.     West  Indian  honey  is  generally  considered  to 
be  more -aromatic  than  Jtaierican  honey,  but  is  darker  in  color,  and  this  has  caused 
some  bottlers  to  blend  uest  Indian  and  American  honey,  thus  secioring  a  desirable 
combination  of  taste  and  color,  so  fax  as  the  British  ma.rket  is  concerned.  Chilean 
honey  is  darker  in  color  than  American  honey,  and  is  considered  to  be  of  lower  qualitv 
than  the  West  Indian,  American,  Hew  Zealand,  or  Erench  honeys. 

American  honey  has  an  excellent  reputation  in  London  as  regards  qnality  and 
packing,  and  compares  favorably  in  price  with  other  honeys  of  the  same  grade,  and 
there  is  no  apparent  reason,  other  than  certain  general  limiting  factors  v.hich  will  be 
considered  later,  why  sales  of  Ainerican  honey  in  this  country  should  not  be  increased. 

How  Honey  is  sold  in  Gr^^at  Britain.     Honey  is  imported  into  Great  Britain  by  a 
compa^ratively  small  nnmber  of  firms  in  London,  except  Chilean  honey,  which  is  dealt 
with  almost  exclusively  in  Liverpool.     So  far  as  London  is  concerned,  honey  is  im- 
ported by  firms  who  sell  it  sometimes  through  brokers  and  at  other  times  directly  to 
bottlers,  etc.,  who  in  turn  sell  to  the  retail  trade.    One  importer  advised  the  writer 
that  if  an  exporter  could  assure  him  of  a  definite  supply  at  regular  intervals  he 
would  establish  connections  with  the  trade  and  not  sell  the  honey  at  auction  through 
brokers.,  as  is  frequently  done.     Saiirples  are  used  at  the  ar.ction  sales,  one  case  in 
every  ten,  of  Ajnerican,  Australian,  and  Slew  Zealand  honey  being  sampled  indiscriminat'. - 
ly,  v;hile  in  keg  honey  a  sample  is  usually  drawn  from  every  !ceg.    Naturally  it  is  to 
the  advantage  of  an  exporter  to  have  ^.n  agent  in  London  in  a  position  to  m:ake  such 
connections  directly  and  not  to  be' dependent  on  brokers'  sales.     The  advantages  ajre, 
first,  the  establishment  of  perm.anent  connections  with  buyers  of  honey,  who  when  they 
desire  a  fresh  supply  can  telephone  or  v;rite  the  agent  with  the  definite  assvjrance 
that  supplies  will  be  on  hand,  and  secondly,  the  saving  of  the  broker's  ccmmission. 

Buyers  of  honey  in  Great  Britain  m;ay  be  divided  into  three  general  classes: 
1.     Bottlers  who  buy  in  bulk  from  brokers  or  importers  and  prepare  the  honey  for  retai? 
purchasers,  such  as  grocery  stores,   etc.     2.     Proprietary  medicine  manvifacturers ,  '.-ho 
purchase  honey  in  bulk  for  use  in  cough  syrups,  etc.     3.     Hospitals,  schools,  and 
other  public  institutions  v/hich  purchase  in  large  quantities.     Honey  is  used  in  place 
of  butter  in  some  institutions. 

Aside  from  its  m.edicinal  V-Ses,  honey  is  used  chiefly  in  Great  Britain  as  a  con- 
serve, and  not  in  pastry  cooking  as  in  France,  Germany  and  other  Continental  conntries. 
The  light  colored  varieties  .are  preferred  for  table  use,  while  the  darker  varieties 
are  used  for  cough  syrups  and  for  institutional  use,  except  in  some  cases  where  the 
finest  white  honey  is  desired  for  medicina-1  purposes. 

Pac]tin/;'  of  Honey,     i^merican  honey  imported  into  Great  Britain  is  usua.lly  packed 
in  60  pound  tins,   t' 'o  tins  to  the  case;  British  West  Indian  honey  is  imported^ in  bar- 
rels of  336  pounds,  while  Cuban  honey  is  shipped  to  this  maa-ket  in  casks  of  5^0  pounds, 
Chilean  e:rporters  usually  ship  to  Eiigland  in  kegs  of  112  pour^ds,  while  the  New  Zealand 
and  Australian  honey  is  packed  similarly  to  American  honey.     Chilean  and  West  Indian 
honey  is  frequently  sold  under  a  brand  of  label  which  gix^es  no  clxie  to  the  cc-jntr^"  of 
origin. 

Factors  Limiting  the  Sale  of  Honey.     Price  is  the  limiting  factor  in  the  sale  C- 
honey  in  the  British  Isles.     One  importer  stated  that  if  prices  could  be  rediiced  to  th  = 
level  of  jaiTiS  and  preserves  the  sale  of  honey  could  be  quadrupled.     An  advertising  cair- 
paign  stressing  the  superior  food  ve.lv.e  01  honey  as  compared  with  jams  and  jellies 
might  have  some  effect,  a.nd  in  any  case  the  s.-le  of  American  hone;.'  could  be  increased 
by  advertising  just  as  the  ccnsvjnption  of  .^.-erican  raisins  ~a.s  increased  by  extensive 
a.dvertising.     The  economy  of  honey  on  account  of  its  superior  food  value  woiild  be  one 
of  the  acttractive  points  to  purchasers  in  this  market.     The  da.il3"  papers  atid  household 
maga.zines  "vould  be  perhaps  the  best  vrsy  of  rea^ching  th^  pu'^'lic.

The  Italian 
queen  bee  iirportod  from  A^acrica  is  considered  by  British  beekeepers  to  be  better 
than  the  Italian  bee  raised  in  Italy,  in  that  it  is  m.ore  docile  and  does  not  overbre- 
Italian  queens  a.re  unquestionably-  the  most  popular  ones  in  this  corntry,  thou-- 
by  f,-^r  the  larger  nuiaber  of  them  are  imported  from.  Italy.    One  of  their  chief  charac- 
tcrifitics  is  the  extension  of  the  brood  nest  early  in  the  season,  so  that  colonies  ar 
ready  lor  the  honey-floi-  from,  fru.it  trees,  ha;;, thorn,  horsc-cl;.Gstnut  and  sycamore 
trees.    F-ume  Italian  bees  are  invariably  docile  when  being  handled,  the  foragers  are 
industrious,  and  tbe  queens  are  as  a  rule  prolific;  but  some  beekeepers  find  that 
Italian  colonies,  especially  those  headed  by  queens  imported  from  Italy,  lose  a  good 
many  bees  during  the  rrinter. 

Dutch  qiieen  bees  are  imported  chiefly  for  restocking  purposes,  their  unfortun- 
ate tendency  go  s--arm  preventing  th'^ir  iinding  favor  nith  Sritadn  beekeepers.  The 
bees  are  certainly  hardy  and  prolific,  rapid  comb-builders,  and  they  ere  reported  to 
be  less  subject  to  acarine  disease  than  any  others.    Their  advocates  claim  that  if 
colonies  are  given  special  treatment  at  s-./arming  time  and  dm-ing  the  honey  flo^r,  the^ 
prove  to  be  excellent  honey  producers. 

Carniolan  bees  are  not  ai,s  popular  as  formerly,  it  having  been  found  that  they 
are  uneole  to  -itrstand  the  ;7inter  climate  of  the  British  Isles. 

In  districts  ;/here  the  honey  flovj  is  from  white  clover,  rihich  does  not  blossoL 
until  early  in  J-'nie,  British  bees  are  in  ever;-  ".ray  suitable,  though  it  must  be  ad- 
mitted that,  ouing  to  the  extensive  importation  of  foreign  queens  for  many  years  pas"^ 
it  is  somewhat  difficult  to  procnxe  p-uoebred  Eritish  queens.    i"he  bees  are  excellent 
foragers.  As  a  rule  they  ar^-'  qv.iet  under  ma-niptilation,  and,  like  the  Carniolans,  they 
seal  sections  of  honey  --ith  ..-.kite  cappings.     The  Eritish  bee  of  today  resembles  the 
3rov/n  German  species, 

jkost  of  the  bees  imported  into  Great  Brite.in  came  from  the  ITetherlands;  vith 
France  second,  and  small  amounts  comin?  from  the  United  States,  and  various 
British  possessions,  and  other  co-antries. 

gUGGZPTIOys  FOR  T?Tr:Hp_,sii.Q  SjLLS  OF  Ai.FI^ICiiF  3FES  .  The  inability  of  Ajnerican  bee  e: 
porters  to  ship  their  bees  in  such  a  way  that  a  sufficiently  large  number  reach  Eng-- 
land  alive  undoubtedly  affects  the  market  for  Aiiierican  bees  adversely.  One  beekeep. 
stated  tha:t  out  of  a  shipment  of  nine  qv.eens,  only  t  ;o  ^-.^e:;  e  alive  -.vhen  they  rea  ched 
England.  On  the  other  hand,  another  shipment  from  the  United  States  of  15  bees  der- 
ail alive  v.hen  they  reached  London. 

Bees  a.re  usually  shi^jped  in  cages  covered  vith  rire  cloth,  and  it  is  importa"'' 
in.  shipments  to  Great  Britain  that  these  cages  be  covered  -ith  cloth.  Certain"  Air.er- 
ican  exporters  have  failed  to  do  thir,  and  it  is^signif icant  fact  that  when  the  shii 
ment  arrived  the  bees  in  the  outside  boxes  of  the  parcel  -/ere  dead,  -jhereas  those  ir 
t>e  boxes  in  the  inner  part  of  the  parcel  -ere  all%.live. 

Honey,  and  not  glucose,  shon.ld  be  used  in  the  candy  supplied  to  the  bees. 
Italian  bee  exporters  use  honey  and  castor  sugar,  the  latter  being  a  very  fine  sn^ar 
similar  to  icing  sugar,  and  it  is  vorthy  of  note  that  their  shinments  of  bees  have 
been  very  successful  from  the  standpoint  of  mortality.     It  is  possible  that  the  cage 
used  by  ilmcrican  bee  exporters  is  too  small,  according  to  one  well  kno-vvn  beefancier 
London. 

The  criticisms  and  suggestions  just  m.entioned,  while  perhaps  not  applying  to 
all  American  bee  exporters,  certainly  .apply  to  some,  and  slould  be  borne  in  mind  by 
all  exporters  of  bees  desirous  of  building  u.p  an  established  clientele  in  Great  Brit 
ain,  as  there  is  undoubtedly  a  feeliiig  in  some  quarters  that  the  distance  and  coi:su- 
quent  danger  of  death  to  the  bees  make  importing  from  Ar^jerica  an  err^ensive  and  uncei 
tain  pirocess.

TEE  HONEY  IKLU^^T^Y  OF  Ll/UvITOBA 
From  John  G,  Erhardt.  Consul  in  Charge,  IVinnipog,  Ganaxia,  July  2o,  192M-. 

According  to  official  figures,  Canada  exported  to  the  United  Kingdom  from  Jann- 
'ary  1  to  the  end  of  liay,  I92U.  Ull,790  pounds  of  honey  valuod  at  $4fa,U22.  ^'^^^ 
I  same  period,  her  total  exports  were  kj,6,SS^  pounds  valued  at  $Uq,SG7.     In  1923.  Canada 
I  exported  I.09I  pounds  to  the  United  Kingdom,  and  in  1922  only  162  pounds,  and  her  total 
export  shipments  to  all  countries  in  neither  year  exceeded  25,000  pounds.    Canada  is 
herself  a  great  consumer  of  honey  and  imports  considerahle  honey. 

The  export  shipments  of  honey  from  Canada  this  year  seem  to  indicate  a  new 
trend  in  the  honey  industry  of  Canada,  v;hich  seems  to  ho  due  to  the  aggressive  methods 
of  the  Lianitoba  Provincial  Government  in  stimulating  beekeeping  in  L^anitoba,  resulting 
in  an  increased  production  of  I.ixnitoba  honey.    Ilanitoba  has  in  the  past  received  a 
large  amount  of  its  supply  from  the  eastern  provinces.    But  with  the  increased  pro- 
duction in  1,'anitoba,  the  eastern  provinces  seem  convinced  that  their  market  in  lianitoba 
is  going,  and  according  to  present  official  export  figures,  have  shifted  to  the 
United  Kingdom  as  a  future  market, 
GOVEnNIIENTAL  AID  GIVEN  IN  i.J^ITOBA. 

The  efforts  of  the  Dominion  and  Provincial  Governments,  especially  the  latter, 
to  increase  the  honey  production  in  2,Ianitoba  arc  in  conformity  -jith  their  plans  to  edu- 
cate farmers  to  the  benefits  of  diversified  farming.    Through  the  initiative  of  the 
provincial  Agricultural  Department,  there  have  been  imported  in  the  past  fe-;  years 
from  Texas,  California,  Alabama  and  North  Carolina,  about  10,000  paclcages  of  bees  each 
spring.    Comb  shipments  are  prohibited  by  lav.    The  bees  on  arrival  are  distributed  to 
the  various  purchasers  as  speedily  as  possible, 
CLniATE  OF  I'ANITOBA. 

Tanitoba  is  especially  adapted  to  honey  production  because  of  the  presence  of 
large  numbers  of  wild  f lovers  bearing  honey  producing  nectar.    The  most  important  honey 
and  pollen  plants  of  lanitoba  arc  clovers,  goldenrods,  asters,  dandelions,  willon, 
fruit  bloom,  thistles,  mustards,  snow  berry,  bassv;ood,  fire  weed,  raspberry,  and  pollen 
producing  trees  such  as  oalc  and  poplars, 
CLIIATE  AS  AFFECTING  WINTER  QUARTERS  OF  BEES. 

The  climate  being  rigorous  the  principal  way  of  wintering  bees  in  I.ianitoba  is 
in  cellars  and  basements.    'Hiis  usually  talces  place  about  the  last  week  in  November. 
It  is  endeavored  to  approximate  ideal  winter  conditions  by  having  the  temperature  of 
the  cellar  at  U5  degrees  F.  and  free  from  dampness,  v;ith  proper  ventilation  and  total 
darkness  and  quiet.    The  average  loss  is  about  one-sixth  of  the  colony  each  winter, 
HONEY  CROP  OF  I/ANITOBA. 

Although  this  year's  crop  will  not  be  as  good  as  that  of  1923»  it  is  maintained' 
that  the  honey  crop  of  Lianitoba  is  increasing  at  the  rate  of  one  million  pounds  a  year. 
In  1921  the  crop  aggregated  19^,000  pounds;  in  1922,  l,000,oOO  pounds;  and  in  1^23, 
3,0^1,712  pounds,  which  latter  crop  was  valued  at  $U56:,256,  Gr  15  cents  per  pound  on 
the  farms.    The  average  yield  per  hive  in  I923  was  126  pounds.     It  is  said  that  there 
are  now  2o,Q00  hives  in  the  province  of  Manitoba,  and  the  production  h^s  been  raised 
56  pounds  per  colony  since  the  Provincial  Government  began  its  campaign  of  education. 
Officials  are  so  optimistic  that  it  is  stated  that  in  ten  years  Manitoba  will  produce 
sufficient  honey  for  its  own  needs  taking  into  consideration  an  increasing  consumption.

Manitoba  is  considered  a  good  honey  market,  for  though  fruit  is  grov/n  in  increas- 
ing quantities,  it  still  imports  the  bulk  of  its  fruit,  and  when  fruit  is  scarce,  honey 
is  substituted  by  the  consumer, 

J.iARKETING.     The  Irjanitoba  Eoney  Producers  Association  has  boon  organized  in  Winnipeg 
with     The  I.lanitoba  Honey  Producers  Association  has  been  organized  in  Winnipeg  with  a 
secretary  who  is  affiliated  with  Extension  Department  of  the  I.Ianitoba  Agricultuxal  Col- 
lege.   Tliis  organization  will  act  in  cooperation  with  the  Manitoba  Beekeepers  Associa- 
tion,    The  latter  organization  has  been  very  active  in  the  past  in  bettering  the  condi- 
tions of  the  industry.     It  is  the  function  of  the  former  organization,  however,  to  malce 
the  marketing  of  honey  more  profitable  to  the  producer.    Both  organizations  will  be  ef- 
fectively assisted  by  the  Bee  Division  of  the  Agricultural  Experiment  stations  main- 
tained by  the  Dominion  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Honey  is  packed  in  tons,  2-^,  5,  10  and  60  pounds,  and  then  into  cases  weighing 
approximately  60  pounds.     There  are  thus  twenty  four  2-|  pound,  tins  to  the  case.

According  to  Tariff  Item  lOS,  of  the  Canadian  Customs  Tariff,  honey  in  the 
comb  or  otherwise,  and  imitations  thereof,  are  dutiable  -jnder  the  British  preferential 
tariff  two  c^nts,  intermediate  2^^  and  general  J,^  per  pound.
